NEOLA, la., April 23. — According to 


orders, bright and early yesterday 
morning1, Gen. Kelly's 
army 
bade 


g-ood-by to Weston and the people who 
had been so kind to the industrials in 
the hour of their direst need* and 
started on foot on the march east- 
ward. It reached Underwood about 
noon, and at 4:30 yesterday afternoon 
arrived at this village. Neola has 
never had a celebration pf any kind to 
equal the demonstration which greeted 
the arrival of the Kelly army. A crowd 
8,000 people, villagers and farmers from 
the surrounding- country gathered to 
welcome the pilgrims of peace. 
The 


army came on foot. Gen. Kelly in ad- 
vance, mounted on the horse which 
was presented him at Council Bluffs, 
and preceded by the Underwood Cor- 
net band playing national airs. 


Gen. Kelly's forces were met at the 


outskirts of the town by a procession 
of juvenile militia and men and wo- 
men from the town bearing- flags, and 
Mayor Johnson with the members of 
the town council and a committee of 
representative citizens who all joined 
in extending to the army a hearty 
greeting1 and welcomed its members as 
the city's guests. 


Father Schuffmacher, of the Catho- 


lic church, joined in the welcome and 
declared that his sympathies 
were 


with the army of working-men. He 
showed his interest in the welfare of 
the army by hustling around among 
the neighboring farmers and secured 
the use of 150 teams which will be 
loaned free of charge to help the army 
on its way to-day. The farmers will 
carry the industrials as far as Aver a, 
and the army left in the wagons at 7 
o'clock this morning. 


The army was quartered in a pretty 


grove east of the city, arrangements 
were made by which all were shel- 
tered. 
Enough provisions were on 


hand for two days' rations, and Neola 
contributed to the commissary depart- 
ment provisions which will amount in 
value to about S300, and in many ways 
have the residents done all in their 
power to help the weary men. 


Mayor Johnson in a few brief re- 


marks gave the Kellyites the freedom 
of the town. 
Round after round of 


cheers greeted the announcement that 
the army had been provided transpor- 
tation for to-day's trip. • 


Gen. Kelly held a reception yester- 


day evening and was given kind words 
by many of the prominent men of the 
town and neighborhood. Liberal con- 
tributions of money were given the 
army. The citizens of this place are 
strong in their denunciations of the of- 
ficials of the railroads for their refusal 
to furnish a train for the army, and 
especially are they bitter against the 
Rock Island & Milwaukee roads for 
abandoning their trains between this 
city and Council Bluffs and practically 
shutting- off all communication. 


During a meeting Saturday night 


Judge Hubbard was severely scored 
for his policy, and after the meeting 
indignant citizens hanged -the judfje in 
effigy on one of the principal streets of 
the town. 


It is reported that a member of Pin- 


kerton 
detectives going under 
the 


guise of travelling men have been go- 
ing ahead of the army with the object 
of prejudicing the people against the 
industrials. Other people have worked 
a successful game of swindling by 
canvassing towns for subscriptions to 
help the army and pocketing the pro- 
ceeds. 


At Underwood four women who had 


grown enthusiastic joined in the march 
and walked at the head of the column 
all the way to this city. 


Edna Harper, the Omaha woman 


who made herself prominent at the time 
of the capture of a locomotive in the 
transfer yards, has joined the army in 
the capacity of correspondent. 


A large number of visitors from 


Omaha and Council Bluffs accomnanied 
the army during parts of the march. 
Gen! Kelly last night received a tele- 
gram from Gen. Frye at Terre Haute, 
Ind., commending the course KetTy 
has so far pursued and predicting- suc- 
cess if the same policy is continued.

offering testimony. 


MONDAY, APRIL 23. 


Pursuant to 
adjournment Justice 


Hammer opened court at 9 o'clock this 
morning in the Creekmur case. 
The 


crowd usually attending this examina- 
tion was slow in assembling, but by 10 
o'clock the circuit room was well crowded. 
Attorneys Ewmg and Johns .took ad- 
vantage of the recess to go out to the 
Creekmur place to get a better idea of 
the premises where Rollu Boyd met his 
death. 


THE EVIDENCE. 


Ed. Dimmock was re examined by 


Mills. He testified as to the length of 
the body of the horse alleged to have 
killed Boyd. Said body was about 6% 
fput long. 


Willie Quini). examined by Mr. Mills, 


I know the horse that came from Creek - 
mur's barn; I work for Dimock. I have 
been attending the horse ever since he 
came in. 
I currj his legs, go round 


about him and he is perfectly gentle; 
has shown no disposition to bite or kick. 
Cross examined by Mr. Johns. 
Have 


curried him nearly every day. 
He is 


tied in a box-stall with a stout head-stall 
and Yi inch rope. He shows no inclina- 
tion to bite or kick. 


FOB THE .DEFENSE. 


Jerome E. Shisler, examined by Mr. 


Johns: I live in Forsyth, where 1 con 
duct a general store. 1 knew Roila Boyd 
and know John Creekmur. Boyd and 
Creekmur were in my store between 5 
and 7 o'clock on the 20th day of January. 


[Objection was here made by the pros- 


ecution on the ground that the defense, 
for the object ot fixing a date, could not 
make inquiry as to \v hat Creekmur said 
and did at a certain time 
In reply to 


the protecution the defense developed 
that they proposed to piove an alibi; 
that Creekmur at the time he is charged 
with having committed a rape on the 
Hart gill was not at home, but on the 
contrary was at Shisler's store in For 
syth the Saturday night the Hart girl 
testified, the rape was committed. At- 
torney Johns stated the defense pro- 
posed to wipe out the motive for murder.] 


Continuing, witness said he sold Creek- 


mur an account on another party at thai; 
time. [The papers in the transfer of this 
account and the book in which the entry 
was made were here examined and iden- 
tified by the witness and the date fixed.] 


My father, Robert Shisler, Boyd and 
Creekmur were at the store at the time. 
Sold Boyd and Creekmur some oysters 
which they ate at the counter. They 
left the store about 7 o'clock. They 
carue in on horseback. The Creekmur 
arm is about 5J^ miles from Forsyth. 


Cross-examined by Mr. Buckingham: 


I have been in the habit of keeping a 
diary; began in '72, and quit it October, 
1892. I don't recollect when I began 
again, but it was the fore part of the 
year 1894. I cannot explain how this 
particular transaction is on the first 
page of this book. This date, January 
20th, is fixed in rny mind by the papers 
transferring the account, and the diary. 
If I made the entry in the book on Sat- 
urday it was after 8 or 9 o'clock in the 
evening. I could not tell what kind of a 
day any day in January was, and could 
not tell what kind of a day Saturday, 
January 20th, was except by the memo- 
randum, which states that it was raining. 


Amos Shisler, father of the preceding 


witness, was examined by Mr. Johns: I 
know John Creekmur, and knew Roila 
Boyd. I recall a transaction in January 
between my son Jerome and Creekmur, 
m which I was interested. It was the 
sale of an account against Thomas Bra- 
den to John Creekmur. I do not know 
what clay of the week it was; these pa 
pers are the same that were delivered to 
Creeknmr that day. It was'late m the 
evening when Cieekmur and Boyd went 
away. I saw them eat some oysters be- 
fore they left; it was about 7:30 o'clock 
when they left. It was a cloudy, drizzly, 
cold evening. 


Cross-examined by Mr. Buckingham: 


Never before knew of Creekmur bujing 
a bill against his neighbors. Don't know 
of my own knowledge what day or year 
this transaction took place, nor how 
Boyd and,Creekmui got to town. Don't 
know how long they stayed. It was a 
rainy day. 


W. H. Peake was examined by Mr. 
Johns: I live at Forsyth; I knew Rolla- 
Boyd, and know John Creekmur. In 
January last I had to cut out a high 
plare in a ditch about three miles north- 
east of Forsyth and south of the Creek- 
mur place. While I was at work, Boyd 
and Creekmur came there. I heard a 
conversation about borrowing something. 
I heard this about 8 or 9 o'clock in the 
day, It was a statement of Boyd about 
a buggy. It was on the 14th day of Jan- 
uary; it was Monday. Boyd and Creek- 
mur went away in about an hour after 
they came. 


Cross examined by Mr. Buckingham: 


When we were at work on the ditch Was 
near Perry Rainey's. 
Core left after 


Creekmur and Boyd had gone some time. 
That was on the 15th day of January- 
Monday. 
When Boyd and Creekmur 


rode away they went toward Creekmur's, 


George Gonternian was examined by 


Mr. Johns: I live in Forsyth. 
I work 


at ditching. I knew Roila Boyd and 
John Creekmur. In January this year 
I went with Peake to cut out a high 
place in the bottom of a ditch at a bridge 
near Perry Rainey's house. Got there 
between 7 and 8 o'clock. 
Saw Boyd, 


Creekmur, and Core there. 
Creekmur 
got there soon after we did. 
He came 


with Lee. They 
were ditch com- 
missioners. I heard no conversation 
between Core and Boyd about a vehicle. 
Heard such a conversation 
between 


Creekmur 
and 
Boyd. 
Boyd said: 
"Johnny, I am going to take your buggy." 
Creekmur mid: 
"Can't you gethis-" 
'No," aaid Boyd "I am more welcome to 
rours than his." 
This was Monday, 
ioyd and Creekmur wentaway together 
about 11 o'clock. 
The testimony was 
not changed in the cross examination. 


W. F. Creekmur was examined by Mr. 
Johns: I live in Friends Creek township 
about 600 yards from John Creekmur; 
am brother ot John's. I lived about a i 


mile from where Boyd lived in January. 
John and I had a settlement of accounts 
in January. John came to my house, it 
was January 17. He came about 7 
o'clock at night. My wife, children and 
Ben Lewis were present. John left my 
house about 9 o'clock. John had a book 
and so had I, [Witness here identified 
his book and the entries that were made 
that night, and testified to them and the 
time they were made. Witness also 
identified the book John had that even- 
ing and the entries John made then and 
testified to them.) 


The entry, "Settled up to date,*Janu- 


ary 17,'' was made by John that night. 
No one went away with John from my 
house. I was at John Creekmur'e house 
the clay Roila Boyd died. The first I 
saw of John he was coming across 
the field from Boyd's house. Saw him 
stop and talk with the men who were 
plowing in the field. He had something 
m his hand. He got into the road lead- 
ing to his house about 40 rods from the 
house. He had some harness and a 
spade. He was" not nervous when he 
came up. I heard loud calling from the 
boys in the field. Did not know what 
the trouble was until one of the boys, 
Johnny Adams, ran down to the house 
and told us that Boyd was hurt.

FIGHTING TO WIM. 


The Oraat CoalWnera' Strike Inaucnrv 
ted-Ho Goal Must 1)9 Loaded. 


COMTMBBS, O., April 28.—With the 


successful inauguration of the great 
miners' strike, comes probably the 
chief difficulty that will beset the 
managers in carrying it to a success- 
ful issue. President McBride received 
yesterday many requests from local 
assemblies to be released from the or- 
der to strike because the employing 
operators had agreed to pay the wages 
demanded by the convention, and 
others asking what to do in case the 
ocal operators accede to the terras of 
,he strikers. The following- answer 
las been prepared by President Mc- 
Jride and is sent in answer to all such 
nqniries: 
DBAK SIB —The flght for living wages Is a 


renerai flght, and no local settlements will 
>M> authorized or recognized 
Until a general 


ettlement has been declared the following 
rule must be observed by all miners and all lo- 
calities 


As ordered bv the national convention coal 


must not be loaded at any price or for anv 
Jurpose, but where companies want engines 
run, water hauled, tlmbei or any other kind of 
repair work done It will be permitted pro- 
vided wages are according to scale demanded 
by the convention 


The questions reach the point in the 


;actics of this strike upon the miners' 
side, upon which the leaders base their 
lope of success—that is the woihing of 
;he whole union as a unit. In former 
strikes, they have found that permit- 
ting the miners of one district to re- 
sume operations as soon as the local 
operators agreed to pay thp scale, 
tielped to supply the coal demand and 
injured the chances of their brother 
miners in other districts to win their 
Sght. The result of this strike proba- 
bly depends upon the Ability of the 
managers of it to enforce this order 
and prevent the miners going to work 
where there is no dispute as to wages, 
[n Pennsylvania a number of operators 
are already offering to pay the scale 


President McHride did not receive 


special advices from many parts of the 
coal fields yesterday as to haw the 
strike order was obeyed 
He had only 


arranged to get telegraphic reports 
from the doubtful points 
As to those 


districts in which the miners in mass- 
meeting had decided to strike, he had 
no doubt about what vvas done yester- 
day 
Reports from them will come in 


to him by mail 
Telegrams from Penn- 


sylva"hia, West Virginia, Illinois, Indi- 
ana and Tennessee showed that all 
were expected to go out and most had 
laid down their picks at noon. 


Summarizing the special reports he 


had received, and the dispatches in the 
evening 
newspapers, President Mc- 


Bride said to the United Press repre- 
sentative last evening that SI,000 men 
had gone out, about whose action he 
was somewhat in doubt Friday night. 
He was perfectly satisfied with the 
situation. "I am entirely confident," 
said he, "of the ultimate success of the 
undertaking." 


It is claimed that there is now mined 


a full month's supply of coal ahead, 
and that the funds of the miners' or- 
ganization do not exceed 12,000, which 
will be exhausted very soon. 


Not much, if any, financial aid is 


looked for from other labor organiza- 
tions, according to President McBride;, 
and disinterested persons, pointing 
out the fact that the demand for coal 
is not large now, express some fear as 
to the success of the strike 


To this President McBride «ays that 


some of the biggest battles e-ver won 
by the miners in this country were 
fought without money, and this strug- 
gle will be of that class. Every miner 
is well acquainted with the condition 
of the national treasury of the union, 
and knows that no strike benefits will 
be paid 
Kvery miner will be thrown 


upon his own resources to earn a live- 
lihood, pending the settlement of the 
strike, and all are fully informed on 
that point. A full and complete un- 
derstanding of the situation, together 
with a determination of the men to go 
into the strike at whatever cost to 
themselves, is evidence to Mr. McBride 
that the miners are prepared to hold 
out for" months if need be 


As showing the feeling of other labor 


organizations towards the strike. Presi- 
dent McBride gave out the following 
telegram from the president of the 
American Federation of Labor'

were wrecked completely. Tlie roof 
collapsed, the floors broke, and the 
walls are rent. U.irdly a whole piece 
of furniture was left in either build- 
ing. 


For years the work of restoring the

The dome and 


walls had been repaired, but yesterday 
they \i ere- cracked and crumbled and 
tho beautiful mosaics were disfigured 
beyond hope of restoration.

Thn Victims Chargad with Confesalnc 


Incendiarism to a Negro Detective. 
MEMPHIS, Tenn., April '32.—Fayette 


Deloney. Ed Felton and Emmet I)e- 
loney, three negroes, charged with in- 
cendiarism, were taken from jail by a 
mob at Tuscum-bia, Ala., and lynched, 


A few weeks ago several negroes in 


the vicinity of Leighton, Ala., were 
arrested for burning the 
barn of 


Claude King, of Leighton, which oc- 
curred over twelve months ago, in 
which he lost twenty-one head of 
horses, a lot of provender and a num- 
ber of farming implements, aggrega- 
ting a loss of $o,000. This was one of 
a series of burnings, and the people of 
Leighton were in a state of constant 
suspense. 


Suspicion pointed to Fayette Deloney 


and his son Emmet, Ed Felton and 
Grant Ricks, all negres living in that 
vicinity, and the evidence continued 
to strengthen until ,i negro detective 
was employed to wo -k up the chain. 
He went to Leigh'on, and in the 
course of a few days had completely 
won the confidence of the negroes, 
who unfolded themselves and confessed 
that they had destroyed tlie barn to 
avenge themselves upon King, who 
had foreclosed a mortgage against one 
of their number. T hejrconfessed that 
it was their intention to fire his store- 
house and residence, but that the op- 
portunity had never presented itself. 
They also showed the detective a key 
which would admit them into a num- 
ber of business houses in Leighton. 


Upon this evidence they were ar- 


rested, and at a preliminary hearing 
before a Leighton magistrate the three 
first named were adjudged guilty and 
bound over to await the action of the 
grand jury, Grant Ricks having been 
acquitted. They were brought to Tus- 
cumbia ten days ago and placed in pail. 


Saturday night at 11:80 o'clock about 


thirty masked men visited the Tus- 
curabia jail—the sheriff, Shelby Frisli- 
am. being in attendance at a Masonic 
banquet—and taking the three negroes 
in charge, rushed them to a county 
bridge a few blocks away, hanged 
them and riddled their bodies with 
bullets. 


The deed was done so adroitly and 


systematically that not a dozen people 
knew of it until yesterday morning. 
The mob came from Leighton, each 
member being disguised. After ac- 
complishing their object they quietly 
dispersed, leaving the bodies hanging 
to one of the beams of the bridge.

A TRIP TO 


Observations by a Deoatur Citizen 


in Southern Illinois. 


Attorney John A. Brown returned 


home Saturday night after a business 
trip to Qallatin county, on the Kentucky 
border in southern Illinois. It was his 
first inspection trip through that section 
of Egypt, and he comes back enthusias- 
tic over the bright prospecte ofiQallatln 
county as a wealth producer. 
The 


county lies on the eastern slope of the 
ridge and thousands of acres are being 
stripped of the heavy timber so that the 
land can be put under cultivation. 
Down there the land which is very rich 
can be had at 825 to $30 per acre. The 
same land in Macon county would be 
worth 880 to $100 per acre. It produces 
elegant crops of wheat, corn and oats, 
and as the farmers are paid better prices 
for their grain they are getting rich. 
Mr. Brown made a trip through a large 
portion of the county in the vicinity of 
the flourishing town of Equality with 
Mr. Temple who is a cousin of Mrs. V. 
Barber, of this city. 'Mr. Temple is 
wealthy and is a man of influence in that 
section of the state. Everybody is on 
an equality near Equality, and Mr. 
Brown says the town is rightly named. 
In a road Mr. Brown met a man driving 
a team with rope reins. The farmer had 
on a pair of steel-rimmed spectacles with 
one of the glass windows broken out,and 
he was going along slowly. That man 
had no style about him at all, and yet 
he had 850,000 out at interest and had 
plenty of land and stock.
